Ho he wjis 
obliged to travel by mule from Taen ia to Lit 
Paz, a seven d ays’ journ ey, goin g from Ariea 
to Taen ia by roil, a tough journ ey across a 
d esert, without tho shad e of a spear of gruss 
to relieve the mon oton y. 
“Tho whole coun try of Ariea an d Tacma 
has been captured by tho Chilian s,” said tho 
d octor. “It is to 1» kept for ten years. At 
tho en d of that time tho in habitan ts will vote 
whether to remain in Chili or go back to Peru.

fatal to human life.

At on e time three members of a party in 
which I was were prostrated by lightn in g, 
an d a fourth was stricken blin d for eleven 
d ays. Tho w in d is so violen t here t hat trees 
can n ot grow, an d the vegetation is m at like, 
closely huggin g the groun d . 
Dr. Rosby crossed the An d es with much 
tribulation , an d wen t to work amon g the 
valleys of the eastern slope.

Amon g tho won d ers which the d octor met 
was a half poun d fish, go sen sitive that it at­ 
tacked an ythin g which caused a commotion 
in the water, an d so fierce that it would kill 
borso or man in crossin g a stream 100 feet 
wid e. 
Ho foun d a tribe of In d ian s so virtu­ 
ous that they tied tho un faithful to an t trees 
an d the little in sects would eat them alive, 
strippin g the bon es in less than twen ty-four 
hours.

SOM E R A n * SPECIMENS. 
There are more lieaver now in Montana 
than anywhere else in tho l/nitwl Htntes, Tha 
variety, too, is greater here, for llie writer 
ha» seen throe distinct specimens, all of which 
were trapped within 100 miles of this point. 
Brides the ordinary leaver a Piegnn Indiau 
killed not long ago on the Upper Marias l Ivor 
a fomalo beaver, and ujx>n investigating hot 
home found four young ones in tho cache, 
two of which were white and two black. The 
albino pair were smaller than tho dark ones, 
but they were indeed a rarity, and most 
iK'autiful objects to behold. Another rarity 
in the 1 leaver line was found over on Milk 
river about two yeara ago. I refer to tho 
golden beaver, who possesses, I believe, the 
« •hoieest and rarest of furs. Although thero 
must have been a family to which this sped- 
^'binged, yet only ono was captured. 
The Ur« m* Indians have a numlwrof bright, 
nisty I*caver skins, which thev* say were 
captured on their rcKorvation utthe head of 
tho big Horn river. They describe the fur 
" hen oil the auinml as possessing 
u nionfc 
beautiful sunshiny ap|iearnncc, which leaves 
no question in my mind but that the* Crows 
captured tho jjclts in question from the true 
golden 1 » caver. 
I have never heard of (he 
species lieing caught outside of 
Siberia, hut 
hero we certainly liavo them in Montano. 
The greatest resort of beavers in tho north­ 
west is the head waters of the YellowHtouo 
ii\e i, Its tributaries and tho Yellowstone 
National park. Denver lake, in the park, is a 
wonderful spot. The complicated system of 
dams built by the sagacious and industrious 
little animal is not equaled on earth by tho 
finest of engineering work.
